NASSAU, Bahamas. Nov. 11.— 
(P)—Alfred De Marigny was freed 
of a murder charge in the Ba- 
hamas supreme court tonight, and 
hurried immediately to the arms 
of his faithful wife, Nancy, the 
daughter of the fabulously rich 
man he had been accused of 
killing, 

The uproar in the jammed court 
chamber drowned out Jury Fore- 
man James Sands’ voice after he 
said the vote was 9 to 3 for ac- 
quittal, and De Marigny left the 
room before he heard the further 


word that the jury voted unani- 
mously a recommendation that he 
be deported from Nassau. 

The jury deliberated approxi- 
mately an hour and 40 minutes 
after hearing a five and one-half 
hour charge by Chief Justice Sir 
Oscar Bedford Daly, who pointed 
out many weaknesses in the evi- 
dence with which the prosecution 
sought to convict De Marigny of 
the murder of Sir Harry Oakes.

Britain’s Rebuilding 
Trusted to Woolton 


LONDON, Friday, Nov. 


12.—(AP)—Prime Minister 


Churchill has created a ministry of reconstruction with the 
task of rebuilding Britain after the peace, it was announced 
today. Lord Woolton has been shifted from the food ministry 


to direct the vast program. 

Lord Woolton, a self-made busi- 
ness baron, whose administration 
of Britain’s wartime food ration- 
ing has been one of the outstand- 
ing successes of the Churchill 
government, will, as reconstruc- 
tion minister, have supreme con- 
trol of the rebuilding program 
and a degree of authority not be- 
fore given a member of the gov- 
ernment. 

The man who taught Britons 
to eat dried eggs with a smile 
and to accept a concoction of car- 
rots and vegetables known as 
“Woolton pie,” will have a seat 
in the war cabinet as a result 
of the shift. 

Creation of this over-all recon- 
struction post is Churchill’s an- 
swer to criticism that he was neg- 
lecting postwar planning. 

Woolton Popular. 

The selection of Woolton was a 
political surprise, but it was al- 
most certain to receive public ap- 
plause. 

Colonel J. J. Lilewellin will be 
brought home from his post as 
minister resident in Washington 
to become the new minister of 
food. 

Llewellin, who left London 
when replaced by Sir Stafford 
Cripps as minister of aircraft pro- 
duction, will be succeeded in 
Washington by Ben Smith, parlia- 
mentary secretary to the ministry 
of aircraft production and a typi- 
cal plainspeaking Laborite of a 
type not often seen in missions 
abroad. A former taxi driver and 
one-time Navy boxing champion, 
Smith becomes a member of the 
cabinet at a salary of $20,000 a 
year to tackle the Washington 
problems of supply. 

Willink Succeeds Brown. 


Other cabinet changes include 
the appointment of Henry U. Wil- 
link to succeed Ernest Brown as 
minister of health. Brown gets the 
nominal cabinet post of Chancel- 
lor of the Duchy of Lancaster. He 
recently has been under heavy 
fire from critics charging slow- 
ness and inefficiency in handling 
the nation’s housing problem. In 
his new post he succeeds Alfred 
Duff Cooper who resigned his 
chancellorship and who will be 
sent to a high post abroad. 

Willink is a lawyer who gave 
up one of the richest practices in 
London to become a special com- 
missioner for the care and re- 
housing of the city’s air raid vic- 
tims in 1940.

Ninety-eight of every 100 pris- | 
oners released monthly by the | 


state pardon and parole board are | 


making good as reclaimed citizens, 
working on war jobs or on farms, 
Chairman Edward B. Everett said | 
as the board passed its ninth 
month of operation. 

The board has released a total 
of 965 prisoners from state insti- 
tutions and the Georgia state 
prison, or an average of 107 per 
month, Everett reported Wednes- 
day. 


It has granted one pardon on 
the ground of innocence and re- 
stored civil and political rights in 
four cases. It has passed on 15 
applications to commute death 
sentences to life imprisonment, 
and four of the sentences have 
been commuted to life. The board 
also has reduced 15 sentences un- 
der its commutation powers on the 
grounds that the sentences were 
excessive, and for other reasons. 

“We are very happy that 98 
per cent of those released have 
made good,” Everett stated. “Prae- 
tically all of them are in war 
work or in the armed services, 
while others are following agricul- 
tural pursuits.” 

Everett said only one per cent 
of the parolees were returned to 
prison because of new offenses. 
The other one per cent go back 


because of technical violations -) 
parole regulations.

The appointment of Woolton 
suggested that the nation’s food 
supply, once one of the most criti- 
cal problems, was well assured 
until’the end of the war now that 
the U-boats have been brought 
under control. 

While his position as a mem- 
ber of the house of lords usually 
is considered a disadvantage to a 
minister in a major post since the 
peers have little actual lawmak- 
ing power, he will have a spokes- 
man in commons in the person of 
Sir William Jowitt, Laborite min- 
ister without portfolio who pre- 
viously was charged with co-ordi- 
nating postwar planning. 

Lord Woolton resigned all his 
business directorships in 1940 to 
enter the government and assume 
the enormous burden of feeding 
the nation at war. His administra- 
tion caused a revolution in the na- 
tion’s eating habits, but he man- 
aged to maintain a minimum basic 
ration and assure equitable distri- 
bution of the supply. 

Since maintenance of British ra- 
tions are so largely dependent on 
imports from the United States, 
Llewellin is expected to find his 
experience in America useful in 
his new post as food administra- 
tor.

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Germany’s Choice 

The German people are confronted, today, 
with but one choice. 

They can fight on, in a desperate forlorn 
hope, until all their reserves of men and of 
material are exhausted. Or, they can quit, by 
unconditional surrender, before complete col- 
lapse comes. 

There is no other choice. One course or the 
other is inevitable. 

Hitler, of course, is hysterical in his de- 
mands, his threats, his pleadings, his argu- 
ments, that they fight on. For he knows, and 
all the Nazi leaders know, that when the end 
comes, it means the end of everything, even of 
life itself, for him. He would postpone as long 
as possible the dread Nemesis that awaits. 

That ultimate defeat, in full, awaits German 
arms is known to the Allies through various 
methods of intelligence. : 

The bombings of the German war plant 
have brought German production of the essen- 
tial materials of war to that point of decrease 
where she cannot maintain the necessary flow 
of supplies to her armies. In other words, from 
now on she is using up her reserves faster than 
she can replenish them. 

The only unknown factor in the picture 1s 
the size of the stockpiles Germany has. No 
one knows this, but it is known those stock- 


piles are now shrinking. The air attack has . 


wrecked so many German war plants she is 
impotent to maintain those stockpiles as they 
must be maintained if she is to fight on in- 
definitely, or retain any hope of final victory. 

This knowledge comes from more than one 
reliable source. And, corroborative of the basic 
fact, is the report from the Russian front that 
German equipment there is steadily deteriorat- 
ing in quality. 

The writing is on the wall. The only choice 
for the Germans is surrender, now, or a long 
and costly, but hopeless, fight until death.

United States Oil 

Production of oil from a _ two-mile-deep 
well in the Florida Everglades brings to 25 the 
number of oil-producing states in the nation. 
Alaska is already a producer and Iowa, Wis- 
consin, Minnesota and the Dakotas are known 
to have underlying formations that should 
bring them over to the oil-producing side of 
the ledger. 

Progress of the petroleum industry in the 
United States is usually dated from the open- 
ing of E. L. Drake’s well in Venango county, 
Pennsylvania, on August 29, 1859. Since that 
time about 27,000 million of the 47,000 million 
barrels charted have been brought to the sur- 
face, the result of this nation being far in ad- 
vance of all others in adapting its civilization 
to use of the internal combustion engine. 

Behind growing concern over possible ex- 
haustion of oil reserves, due to the excessive 
amount used in aviation training at home and 
shipments for use in the various war zones, is 
the steady decrease in the rate of new oil 
discoveries, and steady increase in the aban- 
donment of so-called “stripper” wells, which 
no longer produce in quantity sufficient to pay 
for the cost of operating. New discoveries have 
dropped from a 2,000 million barrel annual 
total of a decade ago to 800 million barrels in 
1938, and to 260 million barrels in 1942—less 
than the annual civilian consumption at the 
current limited rate. Size of the average new 
discovery dropped from 20 million barrels in 
1934, to 11 million barrels in 1938, and to one 
and one-fifth million in 1942. 

As underground reserves at home diminish, 
remedial actions will be taken, according to 
oil industry leaders. Wells are now being drilled 
to deeper levels, and crude oil may be imported 
from overseas to feed the refineries of an in- 
dustry that exported 100 million barrels of 
petroleum in various forms in the last prewar 
year. Government and private experimenta- 
tion has paved the way for the industry to fol- 
low oil-starved Germany’s lead in changing 
over to a synthetic liquid fuel made by adding 
hydrogen to coal under pressure and heat, it 
being said that the United States coal re- 
serves are virtually unlimited for this purpose. 
In addition production engineers have reported 


’ . 


to the American Petroleum Institute that some 
“stripper” wells can be made to yield a second 
crop of petroleum after the maximum amount 
has been taken by the >rimary methods of 
flowing and pumping.

Statesmen Report 

The arrival home, in Washington and Lon- 
don, of Secretary Cordell Hull and Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Eden reveals, more force- 
fully even than before, the tremendous achieve- 
ments of the recently concluded Moscow con- 
ference. 

Secretary Hull told reporters, as he landed 
at the Nationa] Airport in Washington, that 
he has supreme faith the four nations repre- 
sented at the meeting, Russia, Britain, the 
United States and China will avail themselves 
of the opportunity presented to profit by the 
friendship and the program for war victory 
and for postwar peace, developed at Moscow. 

And Anthony Eden, speaking before the 
British Commons, in London, told of his com- 
plete confidence in postwar allied unity for 
peace, as a result of the Moscow sessions. 

‘ The word of men like Hull and Eden should 
be more than sufficient to silence those who 
would sow distrust between us and any of our 
allies. It should vastly strengthen the hands 
of those who realize that only in continued 
Allied friendship and co-operation can there 
be sound hope for a decent world for our 
children and for their children. 

Incidentally, this country cannot recognize 
too highly the tremendous service performed 
by Secretary Hull. Senator Byrd, of Virginia, 
has suggested award, to the Tennessee states- 
man, of the Congressional Medal of Honor:

There has been no more startling demon- 
stration of the manner in which the peoples 
of totalitarian countries are duped by their 
own leaders than recent Tokyo radio broad- 
casts, directed at their own people, which have 
been heard and recorded at United States lis- 
tening points. 

It is difficult for Americans, accustomed to 
frank and full reports on war developments, 
either good or bad,» to comprehend the tragic 
cruelty, to their own, displayed by Japanese 
authorities who promulgate the fantastic lies. 

That these lies are accepted as truth is 
what makes the tragedy complete. 

The Tokyo radio told the Japanese people 
of a tremendous victory for their navy in the 
Pacific, a victory which took place only in 
their own distorted imaginings. * They pro- 
claimed it as the “greatest naval victory since 
Pearl Harbor.” 

Leading Japanese were quoted in comments 
such as these: 

“America and Britain are no doubt again 
paralyzed with fear by the might of our naval 
air force.” 

“The recent war result can be thought to 
have impaired the enemy’s very heart.” 

“The news of the latest disaster, when 
fully made known to the American public, 
will send the morale of the Americans crash- 
ing.” . ; 
Claiming to have sunk, in 10 days, 96 Allied 
vessels and to have shot down “more than 268 
planes,” Tokyo*lists the Jap losses as “one 
destroyer sunk, one cruiser slightly damaged 
and 56 planes that have either destroyed them- 
selves or have not returned.” 

Let Dekyo continue to deceive the Japanese 
people. There is a day of rude awakening 
coming, in the not too distant future. When 
that day comes, even the most stupid Jap will 
realize the manner in which he has been 
duped.

WARSAW “TRIES” A NAZI 
(From The Brunswick News) 


Warsaw is accustomed to scenes of violence. 
The Nazis ravaged it, bombed and machinegunned 
civilians there at the beginning of the war. Lately 
the tables were turned. Bloody Hugo Dietz, one 
of the most ruthless of German overlords, was 
duly “executed,” in conformity with a finding of 
the Polish underground court, shot down on the 
street as his bodyguard fled. 

This is part of the retribution the persecutors 
of subjugated millions in occupied Europe must 
face. The trial and condemnation of Dietz, respon- 
sible for the murder of thousands of Poles, had 
all the dignity of a court hearing. The accused 
was tried by what the Poles consider the only 
legal government im their land. Evidence was pre- 
sented, weighed, and sentence pronounced. Dietz 
was notified by the underground of his fate; he 
moved nowhere without his bodyguard. 

There was a businesslike aspect in this un- 
pleasant episode that may give the world reason 
to hope the hearings of Nazi war criminals in the 
occupied countries will be dispassionate and legal 
—not mere gangster assassinations. The Poles of 
all people would seem to have justification for 
some unorthodox vengeance, but in the Dietz 
matter they seem to have had their feet on the 
ground—and on the tyrant’s neck. A company, 
small but select as infamy goes, must pay with 
their lives for Axis outrages against humanity, 
but humanity would not be served should its 
champions descend to the wanton cruelty of 
Hitler’s “superman.”

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WASHINGTON - PARADE

HITLER DEFEATISM WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.— Hitler's 
latest speech, delivered at Munich on 


the twentieth anniversary of the ivazi beer hall putsch, was per- 
haps the most revealing of: his career, and hence, in many respects, 
was the most interesting. : 

It was revealing in that, for the first time since the war started, 

| an undeniable undercurrent of defeatism per- 
meated his every utterance. 
- Gone was the blustering bravado of the 
boastful Fuehrer of an earlier day. No longer 
did he speak in grandiose terms of the new 
order Germany was to impose on the world. 
The great victories over Russia and other Axis 
enemies which he has promised in the past 
were not mentioned. 

Instead, he contented himself with the pure- 
ly negative defeatist statement that Germany 
“will never capitulate,” however long the war 
may last. 

Government officials look upon the Munich 
speech as confirming all the evidence that has 
come _.to hand about the low state of morale 
inside the Reich. 

When Hitler threatened with death the “criminals” inside Ger- 
many+- who are “hoping for an Allied victory,” he was using evasive 
language to intimidate those who have become weary of the war 
and are hopeful of its early end. Outside of such spies and intelli- 
gence agents as we have planted in Germany, there are, of course, 
few Germans, if any, who could be hopeful of an Allied victory, 
save only on the basis that they realize ultimate defeat is inevitable 
and would hasten the day to save them from further suffering. 


DEEPEST SIGNIFICANCE _ But the deep significance of his 
speech is that he should feel 
compelled to mention the matter at all. 
“Let there be no mistake,” he said. “We shall know how to 
deal with those criminals,” meaning those who desire to see an end 
of the futile war. “What happened in 1918 will not happen a second 
tithe. . . . I will not hesitate to put a few hundred criminals to 
death at home.” 

In that single sentence Hitler reveals the specter that haunts 
him. It is the specter of Mussolini. The specter of the German 
people becoming fed up with his clowning dictatorship, weary unto 
death of the bloody abyss into which he has plunged them, and 
finally taking matters in their own hands to throw him out as the 
world’s most colossal failure. 

To prevent it, the Fuehrer, in effect, threatens death to any of 
his countrymen who dare to raise their voices in a cry of enough! 
Knowing full well that his own neck is at stake, he would have 
the German people go down the bitter road of ruin with him. By 
threats of death he would force them to carry on until the very end. 


WON’T GO TO END Any student of human nature knows 
that a nation of enlightened people can- 
not be driven in such a way. The Germans will go a certain dis- 
tance until they: come to the final realization that all is lost, and 
then they will throw Hitler and his Nazi gangsters to the wolves, 
just as the Italians did to the clowning Mussolini. Just as the 
Germans did with the Kaiser in 1918. : 

Hitler showed all the signs of being terrorized by the thought 
of history repeating itself. He must feel the tremors of nation- 
wide discontent rumbling under his feet. Threats of death to the 
“criminals” will not stop the course of events. 

In some respects the Hitler speech is similar to the antics of a 
candidate for office, all of whose friends know that he is doomed 
to certain defeat, but who runs madly from place to place exhort- 
ing the people, even until the day of election, hopeful that some 
last-minute miracle will save him. from disaster. 

What he was doing at Munich this week 


VOICE OF DESPAIR 
. was exhorting the German people to 


stand by him to the end. “If the German ‘people despair,” he said, 
“they will deserve no better than they get. If they despair, I will 
not be sorry for them if God lets them down.” 

In those lines there is nothing but defeatism, pure and un- 
adulterated. It is despair that he is trying to counteract. And he 
does so by intimidation, not by any promise of victory, except in 
some vague negative form. 

In only one respect did hap Hitler speech live ‘up to his other 
public utterances of the pas hat was in the art of lying. “When 
the war began,” he declared, “the President of the United States 
... asked me not to undertake nor tu wage air war. This I agreed 
to and I have kept my promise... .” 

Therein the Fuehrer evidently seeks to take the onus of blame 
from himself for all of the misery that has been inflicted on the 
German people by Allied bombings. He conveniently forgets all of 
the devastation amd death his dive bombers wrought on Warsaw, 
Rotterdam, London, Coventry and a host of other cities long before 
the British began their retaliation bombings.

capitalist war became overnight 
a wac for humanity, warning was 
sounded that the American Com- 
munists and their fellow-travelers 
whohad tried to keep this coun- 
try unarmed and weak, would 
now become pals again of the 
New Deal government which had 
temporarily thrown them out. 
This has now come to pass to the 
extent that Americans who still 
internal 
enemies are abused as Hitlerites. 
Two of our leading pro-Commun- 
ists, Henry Wallace, the Vice 
President, and Harold Ickes, have 
found admirable points in the 
gory absolytism of Josef Stalin 
who slaughtered in time of peace 
more human beings, and his own 
countrymen at that, than the 
armies. of the United States had 
lost in all our wars from the 
Revolution down to Nicaragua.

of themselves in controversy, for 
their ardent nationalism and their 
detestation of all dictatorship in- 
cluding the Communistic. He went 
so far as to say that in certain 
respects the United States would 
do well to imitate Russia, 

Mr. Ickes charged these pub- 
lishers with fostering ill will 
toward Russia and in this con- 
nection I should like’to argue that 
he and Mr. Wallace and the Amer- 
ican Communists, both avowed 
and covert, are actually the most 
dangerous agitators of that dis- 
trust which they abhor. These two 
men hate Fascism and particular- 
ly Hitlerism and every person 
who condones Fascism or Hitler- 
ism as’ such, but they can and do 
fraternize with Communists, and 
Ickes will go out of his way to 
abuse any American who insists 
on proving up the practical iden- 
tity of Hitlerism and Stalinism. 

It is our good fortune, but at 
the same time our bad luck, to 
have Communist Russia on our 
side. The reasons why it is our 
good fortune may be seen on the 
map day by day. The reason why

THE TALL TENNESSEAN MI was on my first political as 
signment, which was to go to the 


Hermitage hotel, Nashville, Tenn, and cover the meeting of the 
state executive committee. 

I sat in on the meeting and then waited while the committee 
drafted a report. When it was made a tall, 
quiet gentleman came out and handed us copies. 
I had to ask who he was, as I had not seen 
him take any part in the morning’s meetings. 

They told me the man was Congressman 
Cordell Hull. I recall very definitely that Bill 
Hoffman, the veteran on the Banner's political

“That is Cordell Hull, and he is going places.” 

That was my first look at him. 

Well, Bill Hoffman was right. Cordell Hull 
has gone places. In fact, he has gone places 
and he has come back from them. 

He got back from Moscow a day ago. He 
was met at the airport by President Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt and by many members of 
congress. 

In the congress, Republicans and Democrats 
oe fa join in praise of him, and from Virginia the 
ailing Senator Byrd proposes a Congressional Medal of Honor. 

Cordell Hull reported publicly no more than was reported from 
Moscow—the American delegation received every. co-operation, 
every hospitality and every consideration. Harmony prevailed. 

All of which brings me up to the point that Mr. Hull has re 
turned from what probably was this nation’s most successful and 
Significant diplomatic mission. 

Mr. Bugs Baer once said that a successful diplomat was one 
who knew where to leave the piece of soap in the bathtub so the 
next fellow would step on it. 

In this case there was no cake of soap left. The soap was placed 
carefully in the rack. Or maybe it was all used up in useful lather. 
At any rate, the American, Chinese and English diplomats are at 
home and all are talking harmony and good will. 

The way is open for a liberal peace plan by this country. 


A LIBERAL PLAN My idea of a liberal peace plan is one in 

which this country will guarantee to join 
a in a plan to protect the world from aggression by any other 
nation. 

I will admit that the Four Freedoms, as laid down by the At- 
lantic Charter, were a bit vague I think they should have been. 

It is my idea that the Moscow mission is such a success because 
it set up merely a framework, or, as some have called it, a skeleton. 

Now, again, my idea of a liberal peace plan is one which will 
put real flesh on that skeleton and make it into a power which 
will walk the earth, or fly it, and sail it, and prevent any act of 
aggression. 

It can’t be done without public opinion. I know the trouble 
will come when we start to drape flesh on the bones. Selfish in- 
terests will begin to act and we will run square into the greatest 
and the most difficult of the Four Freedoms—access to the raw 
materials of the earth. 

I hope God spares the tall Tennessean and I hope the Demo- 
crats are in power again so that Hull will be kept there, because 
the Republicans are talking Dewey or Bricker and neither one will 
put any flesh on that skeleton. Willkie would be all right with 
me, but the forces behind Bricker and Dewey don’t like him. They 
stand for free access to the raw materials of this country and of 
earth to those with the power to get them and the devil take the 
hindmost. 

The tall Tennessean has been preaching access to raw materials 
for a long time. His ideas on trade and commerce are those of 
Woodrow Wilson, and they are what the world has got to have 
if we are to make any progress toward world peace. 


NOT POLITICAL Now, it so happens I was at lunch yes- 


terday with a. lady and one of her two

It seems to me the mothers and fathers of the ten millions of 
American men in the various branches of our armed services would 
demand that all our congress and both parties think in terms of 
world peace. 

We have got to go along with the party which will guarantee it. 

I would not for a moment support a Democratic candidate who 
did not believe in a plan for world peace. 

I do not think the people of the country ought to allow them- 
selves to be led astray. The issue is not the fourth term. The issue 
is the future of this country and the next generations. Are they 
going to be dedicated to war 25 years from now, or will public 
opinion force the selfish forces of this country to join in a liberal 
peace plan? 

That plan is any one which will prevent war and in which this 
country will join so that all peoples will have as much of a square 
deal and a future as mankind can provide and guarantee.

We 
have inflation now. The only question is how much more we shall 
invite. 

A child’s garment that once cost $5.98 now sells at $22.50: a 
small steak costs $1.75 and a porterhouse $4; two ordinary apples 
cost 19 cents; a few weeks ago, oranges were 90 cents a dozen: in 
late summer, a watermelon cost a dollar and a cantaloupe 50 cents. 
These prices were not universal, but were picked at random from 
cities and boom towns scattered from New York to Alabama to 
California. 

In war-industry cities, people with full pockets crowd the streets 
as on a holiday, looking for something to buy. Stores are able to 
sell anything they can get, no matter how poor its quality, and few 
people ask the price. Gambling joints are gold mines, and liquor 
sells at $10 a quart, up or down, depending on local scarcity. Inci- 
dentally, you can go into any good restaurant, if you have the price 
and a reservation, and consume more rationed food at one meal, 
without surrendering a point, than a whole week’s quota of points 
will obtain at a store. The ill-fed are the three-fourths who must 
eat at home. 

The workers who are getting fabulous wages—say $97.50 for 
dad and $49 for mom and $62 for daughter—are not distressed by 
anything but standing in line. These are the ones who are getting 
the extra war money, and forcing prices up by spending it without 
regard for price. 

But there are millions of other people who aren’t sharing the 
gravy. In low-wage sections, many are working in war plants at 
less than $25 a week. Clerks in most towns have had little or no 
increase. And all the white-collar people with fixed incomes are 
close to real suffering. Squeezed ever tighter between increased 
taxes and the rising cost of living, they.are the nation’s new poor. 
They are voiceless and unorganized and unable to fight back, and 
therefore are ignored by politicians. 

Apparently they cannot expect relief, for congressmen and Mr. 
Morgenthau have made it quite clear that their first concern is 
politics. The new tax law is obviously designed not to curb in- 
flation, or recover war income from those who are getting it, but 
to win votes in 1944. If it eventually hurts those it now seems to 
benefit, the politician won’t care. The voting will be over.

Army Relaxing 
Venereal Blight 


A steady decrease in the rate of 
venereal infection has been re- 
corded within the nation’s armed 
forces this last year, Dr. Walter 
Clarke, executive director of the 
American Social Hygiene Associa- 
tion, said yesterday during a visit 
to Atlanta. 

Discouraging, however, is the 
upswing in the rate of infection 
among the nation’s civilian popu- 
lation, Dr. Clark declared. 

“This is discouraging, but not 
surprising,” said the health expert, 
who is a consultant of the War De- 
partment in venereal control. 

The men in the armed services, 
he asserted, have the advantage of 
regular, intensive education. The 
civilians today lack that. The sol- 
diers and the sailors are given pep 
talks and shown movies to point 
up the menace of the venereal dis- 
eases. Men in the services get peri- 
odical inspections. They get free 
medical attention, and compulsory 
prophylaxis to guard them against 
infection. 

Dr. Clark is worrying now about 
postwar conditions. 

“We have under control,” he 
said, “the professional racketeers 
in prostitution. But they are wait- 
ing for the war to end, certain that 
they will profit when the public 
guard is let down. We must fight 
to guard against the fulfillment of 
their hopes.” 

Dr. Clark said the rate of ven- 
ereal infection in the armed forces 
today is one-half the rate it was in 
the first year of the war.

Army Relaxing 


VenerealBlight 


A steady decrease in the rate of 
venereal infection has been re- 
corded within the nation’s armed 
forces this last year, Dr. Walter 
Clarke, executive director of the 
American Social Hygiene Associa- 
tion, said yesterday during a visit 
to Atlanta. 

Discouraging, however, is the 
upswing in the rate of infection 
among the nation’s civilian popu- 
lation, Dr. Clark declared. 

“This is discouraging, but not 
surprising,” said the health expert, 
who is a consultant of the War De- 
partment in venereal control. 

The men in the armed services, 
he asserted, have the advantage of 
regular, intensive education. The 
civilians today lack that. The sol- 
diers and the sailors are given pep 
talks and shown movies to point 
up the menace of the venereal dis- 
eases. Men in the services get peri- 
odical inspections. They get free 
medical attention, and compulsory 
prophylaxis to guard them against 
infection. 

Dr. Clark is worrying now about 
postwar conditions. 

“We have under control,” he 
said, “the professional racketeers 
in prostitution. But they are wait- 
ing for the war to end, certain that 
they will profit when the public 
guard is let down. We must fight 
to guard against the fulfillment of 
their hopes.” 

Dr. Clark said the rate of ven- 
ereal infection in the armed forces 
today is one-half the rate it was in 
the first year of the war.

American-Soviet co-operation.

Fly Calls Soap Operas| 


‘Emotional Droolery’ 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—(AP)—Chairman James L. Fly, 
of the Federal Communications Commission, fired new and 
picturesque blasts at the big radio networks today for their 
soap operas and alleged attempts “to scare congress” by “fan- 
tastic cries of threatened dictatorship.” 


Asserting that: William S. Pa- 
ley, president of the Columbia 
Broadcasting System, had testi- 
fied the commission could influ- 
ence program changes by “lifting 
an eyebrow,” the lanky FCC chief 
declared: 

“Talk about changing a pro- 
gram by a raised eyebrow—why 
you couldn’t move some of these 
soap operas off the air with a 
crowbar.” 

In his third appearance before 
the Senate Interstate Commerce 
Committee considering the 
Wheeler-White bill to limit the 
commission’s control over the ra- 
dio industry, Fly spoke of his 
aversion to “soap operas” and 
other programs that “fill the long 
daytime hours with highly emo- 
tional, cheap forms of droolery.” 


Alleged Lottery. 


Despite his criticism of some 
of these programs, including the 
“money-give away” and “lottery | 
variety,” he declared, “there are | 
more of the damned things on the 
air now than there ever were.” 

Some cases were referred to 
the Department of Justice for in- 
vestigation under “lottery” stat- 


utes, he said, but the department 
has “done nothing.” 

Paley and the National Broad- 
casting Company, the other big 
network, Fly declared, didn’t 
want any regulation that would 
interfere with “going back to 
their old monopoly.” 

“They want to run all the sta- 
tions from New York and Holly- 
wood.” 

In response to a question from 
Senator Brooks, Republican, TIIli- 
nois, he said the commissoin had 
investigated the question of news- 
paper ownership of radio _ sta- 
tions, but had made “no definite 
recommendations,” although it is 
“contemplating 2 decision.”

Held Taxable 


In decisions handed down yes- 
terday, the Georgia supreme court 
held that: 

1. Non-interest-bearing certifi- 
cates of indebtedness issued by 
the State Highway Board and ac- 
counts receivable from the Unit- 
ed States government for work 
done are taxable as property. 

2. A woman who quits her job 
to join her husband in another 
city, is unable to find work there, 
and refuses to return to her old 
job, is ineligible for unemploy- 
ment compensation. 

3. A person acquitted of a mur- 
der charge in the slaying of his 
wife purely on the grounds that 
the wife’s name was wrong in the 
indictment, can be prosecuted 
again with the victim’s name cor- 
rected in the indictment. 

Fulton Case. 

The tax case came from Fulton 
county, where E. Jack Smith 
sought to enjoin the tax assessors 
from assessing his ownership of 
accounts receivable on govern- 
“mental work totaling $46,019, and 
' for certificates of indebtedness 
totaling $117,050. The high court 
fuled that these are not exempted 
from taxation, as these posses- 
“gions of a private contractor did 
not fall under the instrumentali- 
ties rule prohibiting taxation of 
bonds of the state. 

The compensation case originat- 
ed in Columbus, where Effie Lee 
Gibbs’ efforts to collect jobless 
pay were opposed by her former 
employer, the Schwob company. 
Her request for unemployment 
compensation was upheld by a 
Claims examiner, an appeals ref- 
eree. and the board of review of 
the bureau of unemployment com- 
pensation. The Muscogee superior 
court reversed these rulings, how- 
ever, and the case was appealed 
to the court of appeals. The su- 
preme court merely answered 
questions raised by the appellate 
court. 

Stephens Case. 

The murder case ofiginated in 
Stephens county. Willard Hadden 
was first indicted for slaying his 
wife. listed as “Mrs. Emma Todd 
Hadden.” Puring the trial the 
prosecutor discovered the indict- 
ment was in error, as the wife’s 
name was “Mrs. Carrie Todd Had- 
den” and that her sister’s name 
was “Emma.” So the solicitor ask- 
ed a directed verdict acquitting 
Hadden. 

Then he sought to prosecute the 
man for the murder of his wife, 
“Mrs. Carrie Todd Hadden.” In a 
noniury hearing, Hadden contend- 
ed he already had been cleared 
in the killing of. his wife and 
could not be put in jeopardy 
again. The supreme court held 
that the acquittal on the mistaken 
indictment would not bar subse- 
quent prosecution on a correctly 
drawn indictment.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 11.— 
Americans, pleased with the war- 
time experiments of the armed 
forces in providing educational 
opportunities for many young 
men and women, may decide to 
provide a college education fr all 
who are intellectually qualified 
when peace comes, Governor Ar- 
nall, of Georgia, said here tonight. 
Speaking at a dinner honoring 
Dr. Walter Pope Binns, former 
Georgian who today was installed 
as president of the William Jewell 
College, Governor Arnall said this 
plan should not be criticized as a 
“subsidy to students.” It is no 
more a subsidy than the grants to 
public schools, he declared. 
“Public enterprise has as defi- 
nite a field as private enterprise, 
and education is a field for public 
enterprise, whether the publie be 
a political unit, a religious denom- 
ination or a philanthropic body,” 
the Governor pointed out. “All 
three have contributed substan- 
tially to the establishment and 
support of the ‘colleges, technical 
schools and professional schools.” 
Educational Dangers. 
Seeing a danger of educating 
boys and girls into castes such as 
was done in Germany and France, 
where all colleges were operated 
the same, Arnall said’ the federal 
aid should be given in the form of 
scholarships to.the individual stu- 
dents rather than that of extraor- 
dinary grants to the institutions. 
“There are two reasons why this

Wake Raid Used Greatest Number 
Of Carriers Ever Assembled—Bard 


CHICAGO, Nov. 11.—(4)—Ralph 
Bard, assistant secretary of the 
navy, declared today that in the 
“two-day plastering of the Japs on 
Wake Island” October 5 and 6 


there were more aircraft carriers 
“than ever were assembled in one 
place in naval history.” 

“And,” he continued, “you can 
draw your own partial conclusions 
from the fact that the Japs are 
known to have sent four carriers 
against Midway in June, 1942.... 
Wake is just a curtain-raiser for 
what will come later.” 

Bard spoke of the air-sea ar- 
mada in an address to the Ameri- 
can Petroleum Institute in which 
he discussed the importance of pe- 
troleum in fueling and lubricating 
such a force, and of oil’s part in 
the war. 

The raid on Wake, Bard said, 
represented something new in mili- 
tary operations—the complicated 
handling of a huge force of sea 


and aircraft with maximum of- 
fensive and defensive efficiency. 
Bard said the raid also refuted ar- 


guments of “armchair strategists 


not in the armed service.” He con- 


tinued: 

“Perhaps you have read that 
carrier-based aircraft can never be 
effective unless they catch the ene 
my completely off guard, because 
unless they do, they will have to 
pull in their aircraft to protect 
themselves against destruction by 
land-based planes and thus give up 
their own attack. 

“That line of reasoning has been 
expounded and its exponents have 
thereby dismissed carrier-based 
aircraft from all military consid- 
eration. I think these gentlemen 
should be more cautious. 

“They can be very articulate 
and logical in proving that the 
Navy cannot do certain things, but 
the men in our Navy may do them 
anyway.”

Maintain Miracleof Production, 
General Bryden Says at Griffin 


By The Associated Press. 

Sounding one keynote in this 
World War II observance of World 
War One's Armistice, Major Gen- 
eral William Bryden, commanding 
general of the Fourth Service 
Cammand, declared “the miracle 
of production that has been 
achieved must be maintained and 
even surpassed. The war is not 
yet won.” 

General Bryden, addressing an 
Armistice Day celebration last 
night at Griffin, Ga., outlined the 
organizational setup of the Army, 
and detailed the objectives and 
work of the Fourth Service Com- 
mand. 

“It is difficult to realize the ex- 
tent of the needs of a fighting 
army.” he asserted. “It is of these 
fighting armies abroad, in action 
or awaiting action, that we are 
thinking when we translate these 
needs in terms of production goals 
and urge our farmers. our proces- 
sors, our industrialists and our 
manufacturers to redoubled ef- 
forts: to call upon them to repeat 
miracles of production which 
would have been unbelievable 
two years ago.” 

After discussing various forms 
of salvage and waste elimination 
activities in his command, General 
Bryden outlined new methods for 
rehabilitating military prisoners 
who have been convicted by court- 
martial. 

Upon completing training in the 
rehabilitation center at Fort Jack- 
son, S. C.. many of the men are 
returned to service, he said. Scores 
“now are serving their country 
honorably, and with some distinc- 
tion in combat.” 

This, he said, “is a great im- 

vement over the old method of 
coniining these men to military 
prisoners where some have become

Lieutenant Braswell was the son 
of Earl B. Braswell, publisher of 
the Athens Banner-Herald. 

Lieutenant Albert W. Glass Jr., 
in his first public appearance 
Since repatriation from a German 
prison camp, attended a war bond 
rally at Macon. He is an Army 
flyer. 

Colonel William H. Hobson, 
commandant at Fort Benning, ad- 
dressed a Legion sponsored rally 
at Columbus. 

Nearly a dozen other cities, in- 
cluding Americus, Thomson, East- 
man, Barnesville, Valdosta, Mil- 
ledgeville, Albany and Dalton held 
observances. 

The lonely call of taps—echo- 
ing over the cross-studded hills 
of Washington’s Arlington ceme- 
tery as the President led the na- 
tion in observance of Armistice 
Day-——also reverberated among the 
buildings of Atlanta’s Five Points 
and American Legion soldiers of 
the last war doffed their hats.

He describes their 
contrasting qualities, the Croatians 
hard to arouse and favoring pas- 
sive resistence, the Slovenians 
Catholic like the Croatians, easier 
to move, and the Orthodox Ser-

... Can Be Deliciously Good 


By SALLY SAVER. 


The problem of using stale bread is a real one to most house- 
wives. It may be an even more vexing problem’ now when one’s 
wartime conscious will not permit even a crumb to be wasted. 

Bread pudding is the time-honored answer to the question of 
what to do with stale bread, but bread pudding obviously does not 


solve the problem unless the pudding is good and is eaten. 


For 


there’s no use investing eggs, and milk and sugar in it, if the final 
product is not appetizing. That’s what my grandmother called 
“sending good money after bad.” She said one could do it in cook- 


ing, and surely one can! 


Poor bread puddings are deservedly un- 


popular, but these puddings can be dressed up with a bit of this 
or that and the result can be a dessert delicious and pretty enough 
for company. Here is a basic recipe for a really good bread pud- 
ding. This much will serve six or eight, but if you have a smaller 
family I’d advise making the whole recipe anyway, for it is as good 
or better the second day, and as good cold as warm. 
Delicious Bread Pudding. 

Use about 8 slices stale bread or enough pieces broken, to fill 

a quart measure not packed down solid. Cut or break bread into 


small pieces. 


Scald 1 quart milk, add 1-3 cup butter or margarine 


and 3-4-cup sugar. Pour the hot milk mixture over the bread and

nd until cold. Then beat to a smooth mixture with a wooden 


spoon. Stir in 3 well-beaten eggs, the grated rind and juice of 1 
lemon, 1-2 teaspoon salt, 1 teaspoon cinnamon or 1-4 teaspoon grated 
nutmeg. Add if you like, 1-2 cup well mashed currants or 1 cup 
seedless raisins, or 1 cup pitted, cooked prunes, or 1 cup of any well- 
drained fresh, cooked, or canned fruit. Pour the pudding into a 
well-greased baking dish and bake in a moderate oven, 350 degrees, 
45 to 50 minutes. Let cool slightly, then turn out and serve with 


any of the following sauces: 


1. Beat 1-2 cup currant jelly with a fork, add gradually 2 table- 
spoons hot water and 2 teaspoons lemon juice. Or use grape or 


cranberry jelly. 


2. Spread the warm pudding with any tart jelly or marmalade, 
then cover with a thick meringue made by beating 2 egg whites 
until stiff and then beating in 4 tablespoons sugar. Brown the 
meringue lightly in a slow oven and serve the pudding warm. 

3. Honey-Butter Sauce. Mix 3-4 cup honey with 1-4 cup boilin 
water then add 1 tablespoon butter. Heat to boiling point and boi 
1 minute. Remove from fire and cool slightly, adding rum flavoring 


to taste. 


4. Foamy Cream Sauce: Beat 1 egg yolk until light, add 2 table- 
spoons sugar and beat 2 or 3 minutes. Whip 1 cup cream and fold 
in the egg yolk mixture. Then add 1-4 teaspoon almond extract and 
1 teaspoon vanilla, or 2 tablespoons dry sherry. 

5. Fruit Cream Sauce. This is especially recommended as a 
sauce when the pudding is a company dessert. Beat 1 cup cream 
until thick, add 1 cup crushed fresh or canned fruit or berries and 
sugar to sweeten. Serve with cold or slightly warm pudding. 

6. Cinnamon Hard Sauce: Cream 1-3 cup margarine until very 
soft. Work in 1 cup powdered sugar, add 1 tablespoon milk a little 
at a time. Last, add 1-2 teaspoon vanilla and 1 teaspoon cinnamon. 


Shape into a square and chill.

WASHINGTON, Wednesday.—Today is the 
168th anniversary of the Marine Corps. The 
day cannot pass without a word of praise from 
every good American, because the Marine 
Corps is one of our groups of fighting men 
which every one of us must admire. 

Down in the Southwest Pacific they say that 
only the Seabees land ahead of the Marines, 
and that must be qualified, for in many places the 
where around when the Marines have to go in. 


Our papers this morning are proof enough that when a difficult 
job has to be done, the Marines are on hand. I am sure that every 
one of us is saying a prayer in our hearts today for the boys who 
are living up to the Marine tradition by cliuging to our bridgehead 
on that far-away island of Bougainville. (od bless them all, and 
may the future give them opportunities for carrying on their tradi- 
tion in time of peace as well as they carry it on in time of war. 

It seems appropriate, also, today to speak of the fact that to- 
morrow will be Armistice Day. For a brief moment this morning, 
we shall stop to say’a prayer not for the dead, but for the living 
who are not being spared their present sacrifices because of those 

‘that were made in that hope in the last war. 


May all of us pledge ourselves this year on Armistice Day to 
study unremittingly the causes of past failures and to keep constant 
watch over ourselves and our actions as citizens so that our country 
may avoid the pitfalls of the past. We can allow ourselves, in the 
future, neither the luxury of hate and prejudice, nor of soft senti- 
mentality. 

We know that those who brought about this war must be 
punished. We know that nations which allowed themselves to be 
ruled by Fascist leaders must prove their ability to rule them- 
selves and to act democratically before they again earn our com- 
plete trust. We know that among the Allies there must be trust 
and understanding, and that we must not allow such prejudices as 
have prevented us in the past from co-operating fully with other 
people, to stand in the way of real understanding and real co- 
operation. 

We know that a continuing peace means great economic adjust- 
ments, probably certain temporary sacrifices. But if we are looking 
for a peaceful world and more prosperity in the long run, we must 
study economic questions and make such adjustments as are neces- 
sary for better world co-operation, 


To all those like myself who have people whom they love fight- 
g in far distant places, this Armistice Day must bring the hope 
that before long there will be another one. :

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Nov. 11—(AP)—Delegates from 


44 nations today unanimously 


elected former Governor Her- 


bert H. Lehman, of New York, as director general of the 
United Nations’ relief and rehabilitation administration. 


Lehman was nominated by Dr. 
Tungfu F. Tsiang, Chinese dele- 
gate. Anders Frihagen, Norwe- 
gian delegate, said in seconding 
the nomination that he knew of 
“few, if any, men we would rather 
trust with this great task of re- 
habilitation.” 

In his new post the former 
governor will direct the program 
of supplying food, clothing, medi- 
cine and other means of rehabili- 
tation to occupied countries as 
soon as they are freed of Axis 
domination. He also is VU. S. di- 
rector of foreign relief and re- 
habilitation. 

Three Vice Chairmen. 


Lehman’s election was preceded 
by the acceptance speeches of his 
three vice chairmen—Sir Owen 
Dixon, of Australia; P. A. Kers- 
tens, of the Netherlands, and Ra- 
fael de la Colina, of Mexico.
